years.” ~ 

On Friday, Israel Labour Party 
leader Shimon Peres conferred for 
close to an hour-and-a-half with 
Mitterrand in Paris! He was the only 
foreign leader among the dozen 
premiers and ex-premiers now in 


Paris for the Socialist International, 
to privately confer with the French 
president. 

Mitterrand and Peres agreed — 
French and Israeli sources said after 
the meeting — on the importance of 
the Saudi Peace plan. Mitterrand 
also reiterated his full support for 
the Camp David agreements. 

On the Palestinian issue, the mein 
source of Franco-Israeli disagree- 
ment, Mitterrand explained that his 
administration does not reject any 
possible solution to the Middle East 
conflict. He said he was not pressing 
for the creation of a Palestinian 
state, but neither did he exclude this 
possibility. 

In Damascus, meanwhile, a PLO 
spokesman yesterday attacked the 
French president’s approach to the 
Middle. East crisis and said he 
should adjust it to conform with the 
UN charter. (UPI, JTA, Reuter) 


Syria and USSR -to hold joint maneuvers’ 


NICOSIA (AP). — Syria and the 
Soviet Union have agreed to con- 
duct joint military exercises that 
would involve the Janding of Soviet 
air,, ground and naval forces in 
Syria, the Paris-based Arabic week- 
ly magazine Al-Mustakbal says. 

In its latest edition yesterday the 
Saudi backed magazine quoted un- 
named sources as saying that the 


agreement was reached during 
Syrian Defence Minister Mty. Gen. 
Mustafa Hass’ visit to Moscow 
earlier this month. 

Syria and the Soviet Union held 
joint naval maneuvers off the Syrian 
coast early last July. The magazine 
noted that Syria extended its ter- 
ritorial waters to 30 miles in the 
wake of Tlass’ visit to Moscow. 


U.S. to sell Egypt 
128 advanced tanks >

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan ad- 
ministration has approved a S240 
million sale of advanced tanks to 
Egypt. On Friday, the Pentagon in- 
formed Congress that it intends to 
go ahead with the sale of 128 
M60A3 tanks.. 

According to a Pentagon an- 
nouncement, the sale involves 
related communications and sup- 
port equipment, smoke-grenade 
launchers, spare parts and other 
materiel. The announcement said 
the tanks .would, replace ageing. 
Soviet-supplied equipment, which 
are “rapidly becoming unser- 
viceable” because of a lack of spare 
parts. 

No serious apposition to the sate 
is expected in Congress. The' Israel 
Armoured Corps uses the same 
tank. 


Yamit settlers debate

YAMIT (Itim). — A proposal to 
“fortify” Yamit region settlements, 
in preparation for an expected con- 
frontation with the IDF when the 
time comes for their evacuation, 
sparked a stormy debate at a set- 
tlers’ meeting here on Friday.

Israel yesterday described *he 
International Atomic Etjdrgy! 
Agency decision to deuy it 
technological assistance as arbitrary 
. and discriminatory. The Foreign 
Ministry, in a statement soon after ! 
the vote, said the Israeli bombing of 
the Iraqi nuclear reactor did not 
justify such sanctions. - 

The IAEA's general conference j 
voted yesterday in Vienna 51-8, with : 
27 abstentions, to consider 
suspending Israeli membership next 
year if Israel does not open its 
nuclear facilities to agency inspec- 
tions. 

The vote also suspended im- 
mediately all technical assistance to 
Israel under agency programmes. 1 

The compromise resolution, 
which was submitted jointly by 
Algeria, Saudi Arabia and 16 other 
countries on Friday, followed de- 
mands by Iraq eartieF in the week- 
long agency conference that Israel 
-be expelled because of the bombing 
of its reactor. 

Israel’s statement said the IAEA 
took no action against Iran for car- 
rying out an earlier bombing raid on 
the Iraqi facility. It added that 
neither India, which exploded a 
nuclear device, nor Pakistan, which 
is striving to produce nuclear 
weapons had been punished in any 
way. 

There were several Israeli in- 
itiatives to make the Middle East a- 
□uclear-free zone, the Foreign 
Ministry said, and the IAEA’s 
resolution was bound to hamper 
such efforts. 

David Ranen, No. 2 man in the 
Israel IAEA delegation, said the 
technical assistance and monetary 
aid withdrawn amounted to only 
$100,000 last year. 

“The money doesn’t matter to 
us,” he said angrily. “It’s the princi- 
ple qf this action which we strongly 
object to.” ' * 

Iraq, its Arab allies, the Soviet 
bloc and the Third World supported 
the resolution. Israel, the U.S. and 
Latin America voted against it and 
most of Western Europe abstained. 

A member of the American

WASHINGTON. — Using his 
strongest language to date. 
President Ronald Reagan has 
warned that the entire peace 
process in the Middle East could 
unravel if Congress vetoes the 
administration’s proposed sale 
of AWACS radar aircraft and 
other advanced weaponry to 
Saudi Arabia. 

“They are literally doing away 
with our ability to continue to try to 
bring peace to the Middle Eak,” 
Reagan said on Friday of the 
senators opposed to the sale. 

The Washington Post repotted 
yesterday that the president was 
..considering a plan to dispatch a 
high-level delegation, including 
some senators, to Saudi Arabia in 
the coming days for discussions with 
the Saudis. The newspaper said the 
Saudis had not yet agreed to the 
trip. 

Answering reporters* questions as 
he left the White House for a 
weekend at Camp David, the presi- 
dent said. “We're trying to find out 
if there is anything that can per- 
suade these people, without in any 
way presuming on the good will of 


the Saudi Arabians, anything that 
can persuade some of these people 
to see commonsense on this.” 

The president's tough statement 
reflected the administration's deep 
disappointment at the strong op- 
position to the 58 .5 billion package. 
The sale can be vetoed if both the 
House and Senate approve resolu- 
tions of disapproval before October 
30, \ 

Administration officials are con- 
tinuing their informal discussions 
with some congressional opponents, 
led by Democratic Senator John 
Glenn of Ohio, to see if there is 
some new room for a compromise. 

Glenn and other critics of the sale 
have called for joint U.S.-Saudi 
command of the five AWACS air- 
craft — an arrangement similar to 
the one that currently exists 
between the VS. and its NATO al- 
lies in Europe. 

The New York Times yesterday 
reported lhat Saudi - Arabia already 
has informed Washington that it 
could not agree to joint control of 
the planes into the 1990s, although 
it was willing to permit UJS. training 
personnel to fly on all missions of 
the aircraft for three of four years 
after they are delivered in 1985.

Toronto paper says Israel 
traded arms for Falashas

The Begin government signed a secret agreement with Ethiopia four 
years ago to supply the Ethiopians with arms in exchange for the release of 
that country's Falasha Jews, Israel Radio last night quoted the Toronto 
Globe and Mail newspaper, as saying in an article. 

The article, by Simha Jpcobovitz, a former student activist on behalf of 
the Falashas. said only 120 Falashas were allowed to leave Ethiopia, before 
the Ethiopians cancelled the agreement under Soviet and Arab pressure. 

Jacobovitz wrote that Israel’s intelligence ageqcy, the Mossad, has tried 
for years to free the Falashas, but has been hampered by the Jewish 
Agency. He said that attempts by Diaspora Jews to aid the Falashas were 
also rebuffed by the Jewish Agency, which sabotaged Mossad efforts in or- 
der to prove it was impossible to help them. 

-Jacobovitz cited a secret Mossad report which he said he received from 
two “dark-skinned agents," that called the efforts to rescue the Falasha 
. community “highly irregular.” 

In the last six years, Jacobovitz wrote, more than 10,000 Falashas were 
either executed or died from hunger or disease.

Tel Aviv is still the largest Jewish 
city in the country — last year 326,- 
000 of its 334,900 residents were 
Jewish. But Jerusalem, with a 
population of 407.100 in 1980 (of 
which 292.000 are Jews) remains 
Israel's largest city in terms of total 
population. 

These figures emerge from recen- 
tly published data of the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

During the eight years since 1972 
: the population of the capital grew 
by 30 per cent, while Tel Aviv suf- 
fered an eight per cent drop in 
population over the same period.. 
According to current demographic 
and construction trends, Jerusalem 
can be expected to overtake the 
coastal -me-U'opolis as the largest 
. Jewish city within a few years. 

Shout .40 per cent_j>f 
Israelis lived in cities with a popula- 
tion of over 100,000. Eight cities are 
in this category: Jerusarem, Tel 
Aviv. Haifa (230,000). Bat Yam

000) and Beersheba (110,000). 
Netanya had only 98.000 residents, 
Rishon Lezion 92.000 and Bnei 
Brak 91.000.

Aridor presents Haig 
with $3b. aid request

WASHINGTON. - Visiting 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor has 
brought Israel's case for a 53-billion 
economic and military 05. aid 
package directly to Secretary of 
Slate Alexander Haig. 

Meeting for about 40 minutes on 
Friday aL the State Department. 
Aridor and Haig exchanged views 
on a wide range of economic- 
related issues afi'ecting the two 
countries. 

Israeli officials described the ses- 
sion as “very relaxed and friendly.'.* 
They quoted Haig as having told 
Aridor “When it comes to foreign 
aid, *Tm your ally." But he made 
no promises, saying only (hat he 
would continue to study the re- 
quest. 


In addition to the latest aid re- 
quest for the 1983 fiscal year, 
Aridor also raised the matter of the 
cost overruns of the two new U.S.- 
built airbases in the Negev. Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin, during 
his recent visit to Washington, also 
had raised that matter with the 
Americans. 

Because the two airbases are ex- 
pected to cost as much as S350m„ 
more than the S8D0m. allocated in 
grant form for the projects, Israel is 
asking the U.S. to convert an ad- 
ditional S350m. from the loan por- 
tion of the Camp David aid package 
to an outright grant. Israel received 
S2.4b. in U.S. loans as part of the 
Camp David agreement — in addi- 
tion to the S800m. grant.

Habib does not plan Mideast mission now 


WASHINGTON (JTA). — Philip 
Habib. President Ronald Reagan's 
special envoy for the crisis in 
Lebanon, said yesterday that he 
would not return to the M kJdlc East 
until the Arab League's special 
committee has a chance to continue 
its efforts to solve the problems fac- 
ing Lebanon, both internal and ex- 
ternal. 

Habib also indicated that the is- 
sue of the missiles Syria has placed 
in Lebanon was not of lop priority 
for the U.S. He was speaking at the 
35th annual conference of the Mid- 
dle East Institute. 

The retired diplomat's remarks 


came in response to a questioner 
who asked about Premier 
Menachem Begin's statement that 
he expected Habib to return to the 
Middle East soon to get the missiles 
removed. 

Habib replied that he will return 
to the Middle East when the presi- 
dent decides there is “something for 
me to do.” Habib said that while the 
missiles are still a major issue, at 
least for the contending parties, the 
major effort was to consolidate the 
gains made by the cease-fire across 
the Lebanese border to solve 
Lebanon's many internal and exter- 
nal problems. 


Three held in Beirut for bomb attacks 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Security 
forces have arrested three men in 
connection with recent bomb at- 
tacks throughout Lebanon, police 
sources said on Friday. 

The suspects were arrested in 
West Beirut on Thursday carrying 
explosives in their car and security 
forces are investigating whether the 
three belong to one of Lebanon’s 
many paramilitary factions. 


More than 30 people have been 
killed and 140 wounded in a string 
of explosions, including a car bomb 
attack on the PLO regional head- 
quarters in Sidon 10 days ago. 

A right-wing group calling itself 
the “Front for the Liberation of 
Lebanon from Foreigners" claimed 
responsibility for four bombings in 
recent weeks. The PLO, however, 
continues to blame Israel. 


Sharon softens blast on Sinai ‘adventure’

Israel could have achieved its 
goals in the 1956 Sinai Campaign in- 
dependent of the French and the 
British, Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon told reporters on Friday. 

He was explaining his controver- 
sial remark of last Monday that the 
Labour government had placed the 
IDF in the hands of French and 


British adventurism. 

All he meant, said Sharon on Fri- 
day, was that “the campaign could 
have been conducted otherwise," 
adding that he was on record as hav- 
ing said so for the past 25 years.

Plans for new Hurva stalled

With Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin reportedly favouring 
reconstruction rather than new con- 
st ruction, plans for building a new 
Hurva Synagogue in Jerusalem's 
Jewish Quarter are currently stal- 
led. 

A modernistic structure has been 
desigaed by one af England’s 
foremost architects. Sir Denys 
Lasdun, at the behest of the 
Jerusalem Foundation, to replace 
the Hurva destroyed by the Jorda- 
nians during the War of 
Independence, as the Jewish 
Quarter’s central synagogue. 

An official of the foundation said 
last night that Housing Minister 
David Levy has so far failed to sign 
the documents needed to present 
the Lasdun proposal to the planning 
authorities for consideration. 

“We haven’t been informed that 


he's against it,” said the jjfficiaL 
“We just can't get anybody tcTsign 
it." Levy, the minister responsible 
for the Company for the 
Reconstruction of the Jewish 
Quarter, is presently abroad. 

. Interior Minister Yosef Burg is 
also reported to favour reconstruc- 
tion rather than' a new design. It 
could not be determined whether 
Begin’s or Burg's opposition was a 
factor in the plan's being stalled. 

Lasdun's design, dons in col- 
laboration with Jerusalem architect 
Yosef Shenberger, calls for. the 
same height as the original Hurva. It 
would permit the seating of 300 men 
and ISO women. A model of the 
proposed building was displayed at 
the Van Leer Institute last May. 
Shenberger said the design has been 
altered as a result of comments 
made by the public which viewed it. 
He said he hoped the plan wonld be 
presented to the planning 
authorities this fall.

Market unmoved 
by Reagan cuts 

NEW YORK (AP). — US. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan proposed a 
new round of spending cuts this past 
week as evidence of his determina- 
tion to balance the budget (story, p. 
4). The stock market responded 
with an overwhelming “so what?” 

Well before Reagan s televised- 
address on Thursday night, the 
market decided it wasn’t going to 
hear anything to dissuade it from 
worrying about continued high 
budget deficits and interest rates, 
analysts said, and after the speech it 
put that thinking into practice. 

Prices slumped across the board 
on Friday and the Dow Jones 
Average of 30 industrials — now off 
200 points from its eight-year dos- 
ing peak of 1,024.05 on April 27 — 
closed at 824.01, a loss for the week 
of 12.18 and down 48.80 points in 
the last two weeks. 

The New Ywk Stock Exchange 
composite index stood at 64.96, off

shares, compared with an average

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Labour hawks warn against

TEL AVIV (Itim). — A young 
woman who was arrested 
September ll on suspicion of trying 
to smuggle heroin into the country 
in capsules secreted in her body, has 
refused since then to move her 
bowels. Police say her life is now in 
danger. 

Simha Galyuti, 24, was arrested 
upon her arrival at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port from Turkey carrying — ac- 
cording to information police 
received from an informer — a 
large amount of heroin concealed 
within her body. 

When her original 48-hour deten- 
tion period expired, a Tel Aviv 
magistrate extended it for another 
two days — all in an attempt by the 
authorities to let nature take its 
course and the heroin to be ex- 
creted. Galyuti, however, refused to 
cooperate and her remand was then 
extended another 10 days. 

On September 17, Galyuti was 
taken to hospital, where an ex- 
amination showed a number of cap- 
sules in her lower digestive tract. 
The following day she admitted to 
police that she was carrying 20 cap- 


sules containing a total of 50 grams 
of heroin. 

Last Thursday Gelyuti's remand 
was extended for another 15 days 
and her attorney appealed the deci- 
sion to the District Court on Friday. 

At the hearing police represen- 
tative Pakad Ya’acov Rosenberg 
told the judge that Galyuti had 
twice been given enemas, but the 
heroin capsules had not been dis- 
charged. He asked the judge to re- 
mand her further and to persuade 
her to submit to the medical treat- 
ment necessary to pass the heroin' 
and save her life — which he said is 
now in danger because of her 
prolonged self-restraint. 

At the conclusion of the bearing, 
the judge reduced her current re- 
mand from 15 to 10 days. 

In another drug smuggling tfase, 
Yitzhak Dzanashvili and Shalom 
Muzgrashvili, both of Ashdod, wens 
convicted Friday by the Tel Aviv 
District Court for conspiring to 
smuggle 22 kilograms of haghMi to 
Vienna. They were each sentenced 
.to two years’ imprisonment and 
three years suspended.

3 remanded 
in attempt 

to smuggle 
man abroad

RAMLE. — An attempt to smuggle 
a man out of Israel from Ben- 
Gurion Airport was foiled after a 
passport-control police sergeant 
reported she was offered a bribe to 
let him pass, police said on Friday. 

Three persons were arrested last 
Wednesday in connection with the 
alleged attempt: El Al ; ground 
stewards Zipora Komblum and Avi 
Plotnik, and Elimelech Shenkar, the 
man they were allegedly trying to 
smuggle out of the country. Police 
said Shenkar is barred from leaving 
because he owes 1S600.000 in in- 
come tax. 

On Friday a Ramie magistrate 
ordered them remanded for eight 
days, after police gave evidence al- 
legedly linking the stewards to this, 
and possibly other, attempts to 
smuggle persons out of the country. 

It was Plotnik, police said, who 
approached the policewoman and 
offered her a “substantial amount of 
money” to let Shenkar through her 
passport-control station. Her help 
was sought because Shenkar’s name 
appeared on the list of people for- 
bidden to exit Israel, police said. 

The policewoman reported the 
alleged bribe to her superiors, who 
advised her to accept the money 
and allow Shenkar to pass. When he 
showed up for a flight to an un- 
disclosed destination Wednesday, 
police arrested him on the tarmac 
just as he was about to board his 
plane. 

Plotnik* and Kornblum were 
picked up later the same day. Police 
suspect Kornblum of aiding Plotnik 
in the past to smuggle persons out of 
the country. 

Police told The Jerusalem Post the 
investigation is continuing.

6 die in Iran shootout 
as 22 leftists executed

BEIRUT (AP). — Supponcrs and 
Opponents or Ayatollah Ruhotlah 
Khomeini's regime dashed in a 
shootout north of Teheran yester- 
day that left six dead, while the 
government announced that 22 
more leftists were executed in seven 
Iranian cities. 

The shootout in Teheran's 
northern suburb of Kan appeared to 
usher in a campaign by un- 
derground guerrillas of the Mu- 
jahedin Khalq to scare people away 
from the polls in next Friday's 
presidential elections to choose a 
successor to slain president 
Mohammed Ali Rajai. 

Teheran Radio said the 22 leftists 
executed in northern and north- 
eastern Iran belonged to Mujahedin 
Khalq and their allies and that they 
were convicted for armed rebellion 
against the Islamic revolution. 

This brought to 815 the total 
number of officially announced ex- 
ecutions as tabulated by the As- 
sociated Press since the ouster of 
ex-president Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
three months ago. Iranian sources 
say there were also unannounced 
mass executions. 

In other developments yesterday , 
parliament speaker Ali-Akbar Raf- 
sanjani told the official Pars news 
agency that Iran has assured the 


Turkish authorities that an “active 
pursuit" of Kurdish insurgents 
across T urkey's south-eastern 
border from north-western Iran 10 
days ago* was not a deliberate 
encroachment on Turkey's 
sovereignty. T urkish officials, he 
said, understood that the incident 
was a "military police operation ... 
not a border violation." 

A Turkish communique last week 
said that a 1,000-man commando 
unit from the Turkish armed forces 
was searching for an estimated 60 
Kurdish insurgents who disap- 
peared into the rugged mountains of 
south-eastern Turkey from embat- 
tled north-western Iran. The com- 
munique confirmed that two 
Turkish soldiers were killed while 
trying to stop the shooting between 
fleeing Kurds and their pursuers 
from Khomeini's Islamic 
Revolutionary Guards, 

As the Iran-Turkey border inci- 
dent appeared to have been settled, 
a storm cloud seemed to be 
developing over the activities of Ira- 
nian pilgrims in Saudi Arabia. 

In New Delhi, Iraq has been 
asked to remove five officials 
charged with shooting at a group of 
60 demonstrating Iranian students 
outside the Iraqi Embassy on Fri- 
day. 



Reagan’s planned budget cuts 
face major fight in Congress 


Pakistan ex-minister slain by terrorists 


KARACHI (AP). — An anonymous 
caller told local newspapers that a 
hitherto unknown terrorist group, 
the "Black Cat Organization," car- 
ried out Friday's assassination of 
former labour minister Chaudhury 
Zahur Elahi in Lahore. 

Wounded in the street attack was 
Mushtaq Hussain, head of the five- 
judge high-court bench that 
sentenced the late president 
■ Zulfikar Ali Bhutto to death. Elahi 


was an outspoken critic of Bhutto 
who had him jailed several times on 
political charges. 

"Our targets are all those people 
involved directly or indirectly in the 
execution of Zulfikar Ali Bhutto," 
the caller, who identified himself 
only as a Black Cat member, told 
reporters of the Jang newspaper. 
The Urdu-language daily did not 
publish the stopr because of cen- 
sorship, staff said. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has announced 
plans to save SI6 billion in the 1982 
financial year in an effort to revive 
the sluggish U.S. economy, bring 
down interest rates, and curb infla- 
tion. 

But the initial reaction from 
Congress suggested that he would 
have a major battle on his hands to 
push the programme through. 

In a televised speech, Reagan 
proposed slashing Sll billion from 
social and other domestic program- 
mes next year while cutting only S2 
billion from defence spending. 

Even the president’s fellow 
Republicans in Congress said the 
package was in trouble because the 
cuts dug too deeply into program- 
mes which directly helped people 


while leaving the Pentagon’s budget 
virtually unscathed. 

Reagan on Friday night proposed 
to save S8.4 billion by cutting the 
budgets of virtually all non-defence 
government bodies and program- 
mes by 12 per cent. A further S2.6 
billion would be saved by tightening 
the rules for receipt of social 
security benefits, he said. 

But he bowed to pressure from 
both Republicans and Democrats 
and did not cut social security 
benefits themselves. Instead he 
proposed increasing government 
revenues by S3 billion next year, 
chiefly by closing tax loopholes. 

Reagan said that without the sav- 
ings of S16 billion, his administra- 
tion could not achieve its goal of a 
balanced budget by 1984.

Armenians end siege, claim asylum offered 


BEIRUT (AP). — Members of the 
“Armenian Secret Army.” wearing 
black hoods to hide their faces, told 
a news conference yesterday in 
Beirut that the French government 
had granted political asylum to the 
terrorists who staged Thursday's 
siege of the Turkish consulate in 
Paris. 

The French government has of- 
ficially announced that the Arme- 
nian terrorists were promised only 
that their lives would be spared, in 
return for surrendering to French 
police. 

The four gunmen, calling 
themselves the “Yeghiya 
Kechichian Suicide Squad, sur- 
rendered early Friday morning, 
after holding hostages for 15 hours 
at the Turkish consulate in Paris. 
Kechichian, according to a com- 
munique released in Beirut, was a 
member of the group, executed in 
Iran in September. 

French Interior Minister Gaston 
Deferre said dial political asylum 
had been promised during the siege 
in order to calm the gunmen down.

Hunger striker 
breaks fast 

BELFAST (UPI). — Liam Mc- 
Closkey, the sole hunger striker of 
tbe outlawed Irish National Libera- 
tion Army, ended his fast in its 55th 
day yesterday by asking for medical 
attention, the Northern Ireland Of- 
fice said. 

McCloskey, who was reported by 
the H-block committee of Mase 
Prison last week to be blind and un- 
able to hold down water, was taken 
to an outside hospital, where his 
condition was not immediately 
known. He was the sixth striker to 
quit hts fast. 

His decision means the hunger 
strikers are now exclusively from 
the Irish Republican Army. Six IRA 
prisoners continue the strike in 
favour of prison reforms, in which 
10 inmates have died since the 
protest began last March 1. 

The INLA announced on 
September 6 it was scaling down its 
involvement in the Maze protest. 

Poor nations blast 
policies of rich 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
Developing countries have issued a 
list of complaints about the 
economic and aid policies of the 
powerful industrial nations, which 
seems certain to be rejected during 
meetings of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) rand the :

The “Group of 24” developing 
countries from Asia, Africa and 
Latin America said it is gravely con- 
cerned over protectionist measures 
by industrial countries, which itsaid 
had limited export markets for non- 
oil developing nations. Tbe group is 
also worried about the widening gap 
between rich and poor countries 
and undue emphasis on tight 
monetary policies by industrial na- 
tions. 

- The group said it regrets moves to , 
tighten the conditions on loans from 
the World Bank and the IMF and 
deplores what it calls the insen- 
sitivity of some industrial countries 
in not keeping agreements to 
improve the role of the IMF’s paper 
currency, the Special Drawing 
Right, in the monetary system. 

.Last week the U.S., biggest 
shareholder in the IMF and World 
Bank, rejected a planned new issue 
of SDRs as inflationary. 


O’Connor sworn in as 
Supreme Court justice 

WASHINGTON (AP). — Sandra 
Day O’Connor raised her right hand 
and swore the oath erf office Friday 
as the 102nd American — and the 
first woman — to sit on the 
Supreme Court. 

Vowing to “do equal right to the 
poor and to the rich,” the 5 1 -year- 
old former Arizona legislator and ' 
Appeals Court judge became 
Justice O’Connor during a brief 
ceremony in the marble .and 
mahogany courtroom of the na- 
tion's highest court. 

President Ronald Reagan, who 
broke a 191-year-tradition when be 
appointed O’Connor to the lifetime 
position, was among tbe 500 guests 
who watched Chief Justice Warren 
Burger administer the oath of of- 
fice. 

Burger, who accompanied her 
earlier on the. court’s front plaza, 
asked photographers: “You’ve 
never seen me with a.better looking 
justice, have you?”

BONN (UPI). — Bonn plans to free 
East German spy Guenther Guil- 
laume, whose unmasking toppled 
then chancellor WQJy Brandt in 

1974, government sources said 
yesterday. 

News of the planned release fol- 
lowed widespread -reports that it is 
part of a massive international spy 
swap. 

.President Karl Carstens, whose 
agreement for the release is re- 
quired by law, denied a report that 
he already had signed a pardon for 
Guillaume, Brandt’s former -aide, 
who was sentenced to 13 years in

Gaddafi is also deeply involved in 
the 'guerrilla war in North Yemen. 
The Sunday Times of London 
reported earlier .this month that 
Libya and Moscow were behind a 
rebel, push towards the capital 
Sanaa and that the regime of presi- 
dent Ah. Abdulla Saleh was on the 
verge, of collapse. ' 

Correspondent James Adams, 
who . visited the front, reported: 
“What makes these battles very dif- 
ferent from the tribal clashes that 
have always plagued die country is 
that Russia and Libya are financing 
the front. 4 If the Russians can 
secure control of the Red Sea and 
access, tcT Saudi Arabia through 
North Yemen, they are going to be 
in a very strong position indeed,* 
said one western diplomat.’* 

Adams added that- the rebels 
already controLhalf the country and 
that Libyan and Sennet arms are be- 
ing channelled through Ethiopia!’ 
“For centuries. North Yemen’s 
borders to the north and east runn- 
ing through the vast unmapped sand 
deserts of the Eigpty^Quarter have 
pro vidpd smuggling : routes into 


Saudi Arabia. These routes could 
easily be turned into channels for 
. pofa'tical infiltration.” Adams said. 

These developments have 
alarmed Egyptian president Anwar 
Sadat, who has declared his backing 
for Sudan in its struggle in Chad, 
and Kenyan president Daniel Moi. 

Two weeks after Gaddafi signed 
the friendship treaty with South 
Yemen and Ethiopia, Moi met with 
Somaill President Barre in an at- 
tempt to bury a conflict between 
their countries which has been go- 
ing on since 1963. 

Somalia Shifa bandits have been 
marauding across the Kenyan 
border for years and Somalia 
traditionally claimed sovereignty 
over a part of Kenya. 

But Barre has now called for an 
end to hostilities and Kenyan 
border officials have reported a 
sharp reduction in . Shifa attacks, 
i Both leaders obviously feel they can 
no longer afford to allow the border 
dispute to continue in view of the 
Libyan-Ethiopian threat. 

Behind all of Gaddafi's 
maneuvers lurks the implied threat 
to Saudi Arabia. The Saudis con- 
demned the friendship treaty and 
even proposed expelling Libya and 
South Yemen from the Arab 
League for concluding an alliance 
with the non-Arab Ethiopia. 

Last week, U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger told 
the London Times that one reason 
the Reagan administration wanted 
the Saudis to have advanced surveil- 
lance AWACS planes was to com- 
bat the alliance. . 

“The AWACS were designed to 
assist the Saudi government by 
enabling it to determine if a Soviet 
attack was coming from the direc- 
tion of Iran, Ethiopia or South 
Yemen," he said. 

Secretary of State Haig also refer- 
red to this danger in a September 1 S 
press conference in Washington. a 

“I'm talking about a growing 
recognition among all the states in 
the Middle East region, of their in- 
creasing vulnerability to Soviet ag- 
gression, whether it be direct of the 
kind we see in Afghanistan, or in- 
direct of Lhe kind we've seen in the 
Yemen, Ethiopia and other regional 
areas,” he said.

in education

THERE ARE 1.4 million students 
attending universities in the Arab 
world, compared to some 50,000 in 
Israel's universities. 

According to Shlomo Gazit, the 
new president of the Negev's Ben- 
Gurion University and former IDF 
dire-ctor of intelligence, these 
figures augur a closing of the 
educational-technological gap 
between the Jewish state and the 
neighbouring Arab world. "This has 
basic implications regarding Israel's 
future, both in' military and in long- 
term economic terms," says Gazit, a 
soft-spoken, bespectacled retired 
general.” 

To emphasize the change the 
Arab states are undergoing Gazit 
points out thru a decade ago, in 
1970, Israel had about 33,000 un- 
iversity students and die Arab world 
only some 400,000, or less than a 
third of today’s number. ■ 

Gazit says that die figures are still 
more alarming when one takes note 
of the fact that Israel’s high schools 
stress arts and social sciences, and 
prepare fewer and fewer pupils for 
university careers in the sciences. 

“ On the other hand, the sciences, 
almost unknown at Arab univer- 
sities two decades ago, are today 
coming into greater and greater 
prominence." 

Gazit points out that the noma in 
the developed countries of the 
West, that youngsters go on from 
high school to receive a degree or 
diploma from an institute of higher 
education, has been adopted by the 
increasingly wealthy Islamic 
countries. 

"That norm is seen as a necessity, 
not a luxury," says Gazit. He points 
out that Israel, if it is to have a com- 
petitive future economically, must 
base itself on the production for ex- 
port of sophisticated specific 
electronic and industrial goods. "To 
be able to do this, we must have 
many, many more graduates of 
higher education institutes in the 
sciences and technology. 

“We cannot compete with 
countries with masses of cheap 
labour in simple industrial goods. 
We shouldn't attempt to produce 
what Taiwan and South Korea 
produce for export. But we can. - 
produce" equipment ' tike ^d^free^ 
medical scanners and computer*- 
systems with specific relevance,” he 
says. 

If this is the direction Israel's 
economy must take, a number of 
conclusions about its education 
system follow, according to Gazit. 
He says that more emphasis must be 
given to the sciences in general in 


the secondary .schools and that in- 
stitutions of higher -technological 
education — perhaps modelled 
after the “polytechs" of Britain — 
must-be .set up so that 'ail high 
school graduates can continue their 
education. . 

"Higher education should not be 
elitist: It should not be restricted to 
a small fraction of the population." 
Gazit adds. . 

• He is strongly opposed to the pre- 
sent Education Ministry trend- to 
strengthen and invest in "Zionist” 
and "Jewish** education, in teaching . 
ideology and values. It shoulti.not 
be at the expense of the sciences, he . 
said. Gazit favours an increase in 
the total education, budget \ . 

“Of course, university budgeting 
could be increased in other ways. 
For example, paying less titan the 
equivalent of S500 for a year of tui- - 
lion is ridiculously low.- Israeli 
students can afford to pay more;?’

Courageous criticism 


IN 1969, Benedictine Father Leo 
Rudloff retired from his post as ab- 
bot of the Dormition Abbey on 
Mount Zion, one of the senior 
Catholic appointments inside Israel, 
and went to live in a priory in Ver- 
mont, devoting himself, to 
theological and - philosophical - 
studies. He retained a deep interest, 
in this country, evinced by his fre- 
quent letters to The Jerusalem Post . 
and now he has been stung into 
publishing a pamphlet attacking the 
activities of Archbishop Hilarion 
Capucci. 

Rudloff traces Capucci's career, 
including conviction in 1974 for gun- . 
running for the PLO, and describes 
the negotiations between Israel and 
Vatican, authorities for his release 
after serving only three years of a 
12-year sentence on tile grounds of 
ill -health, which Rudloff suggests 
was to a great extent self-inflicted. 
An understabding was reached with 
the Pope (the late Paul VI) with a 
Vatican undertaking that Capucci 
would not in future be allowed to 
make anti-Israeli propaganda for 
the Arabs and would be posted far. 
from the Middle East. . 

The pamphlet outlines Capucd’s 
further career — first in Latin 
America but before long, contrary 
to the promise, back in the Middle 
East. Eighteen months after his 
release, he was received by Pope 
John Paul II, and although given a 
West European assignment, Capuc- 
ci continued to direct his attention 
to Middle Eastern affairs, being 
used by the Vatican as its official 
representative for negotiations in 
Iran._ 

Fafher RudlbfFs account of 
Capucci's activities ends early -in 
1981. He was not able to mention 
his subsequent activities — such as 
organizing a meeting of PLO 
“foreign minister*’ Farouk. 
Kadoumi with Vatican Secretary of 
State Casaroti in March, his subse- 
quent appearances with Kadoumi, 
including a press conference, and 
his more recent tours of Italy on 
behalf of the PLO (as reported by 
Lisa Palmieri-BQlig in The Jerusalem 
Past on August II).

His successor, 
Hilarion Capucci, was elected in 
1965 to bead the 4,500 Melchite 
Catholics living in Jerusalem and its 
environs. His first act was to move 
out of "the Patriarchate to a lovely 
villa in the suburb of Brit Banina. 

The London Arab-owned Middle 


-East, .'described him as a "jovial* 
prelate with a-pfcnchant for the good 
life.-' ’An article in The Middle East 
Intelligence Survey wjts eyen more 
explicit: "Capucci has not beat 
popular among his fellow clergy and - 
rumours concerning his personal 
conduct (profiteering, smuggling' to 
and frpm Lebanon and en joying the

whose flat top was emerging in the 
early dawn. The youngsters

£- It was the third week of 
^September 1921, and the sleek s.s. 
^Edinburgh Castle was entering 
7 Cape Town harbour after a two- 
'2 ‘and-a-half-week voyage from Great 
■s Britain. The 200 children on board 
had travelled from much further 
^ than Britain in the past six months. 
y They had come from the devastated 
4 villages and destitute ghettos of 
Eastern Europe, where all of their 
it parents had died. 

\ A cheerful, red-haired man in his 
early forties, wearing a fedora hat, 
appeared on deck, and the children 
immediately swarmed around him. 

“Daddy, Daddy, Daddy." they 
cried, pressing closer to his stocky 
figure. He hugged and patted them 
affectionately. "Daddy" Ochberg 
was returning home to South 
Africa, having completed a harrow- 
ing six- month mission of mercy. 

Sixty years have passed since this 
episode, but the story of the 
"Ochberg Orphans” is still vividly 
recalled by the older members of 
the South African Jewish com- 
munity. 

... IN THE POLITICAL and social up- 
J^heaval following World War I. a 
^destructive wave of pogroms, ' 
^famine and epidemics engulfed 
much of Eastern European Jewry. 

2 Civil war raged in Poland, the 
Ukraine and Russia. Bolsheviks, 
,t monarchists and bands of guerrillas 
fought bloody battles. Murderous 
pogroms in Jewish towns were 
v reported daily. Influenza and 
typhoid epidemics were responsible 
a 'for innumerable deaths. An es- 
c timated 400,000 Jewish children 
were orphaned.

the areas he was headed for. He was 
armed only with a Nansen passport, 
a safe-conduct. document issued by 
the International Russian Relief 
Committee established by Fridtjof 
Nansen, the Arctic explorer, for 
refugees and those engaged m relief 
work. 

Making his way from villages to 
orphanages to private homes, 
Ochberg began choosing children. 
Many of them' had lived through 
hellish experiences, seeing their 
parents killed, their mothers and 
sisters raped and mutilated. Selec- 
tion was an agonizing responsibility 
for Ochberg, but he applied two 
criteria: only , those .children who 
had lost both parents, and only 
those who wished to go. 

Fanny Lockitch, today honorary 
life chairman of the Cape Town 
Jewish Orphanage, recalls how she, , 
as seven -year-old Fanny Shrier, bad ! 
awaited with excitement the arrival 
of "the man from Africa,” who was 
lo lake some of the children to new 
homes in a faraway land. Fanny's 
father had been killed serving in the 
Russian Army. Her mother had 
died in the 1918 'flu epidemic. Fan- 
ny recalls how her orphanage 
lacked food, clothes, heat, and no 
one seemed to' really -care. The 
children watched in terror as street 
battles raged outside, soldiers 
fighting hand to hand with 
bayonets. 

When Ochberg chose Fanny she 
was overjoyed. But her guardian un- 
cle refused to let her gp. Ochberg 
went away. "By some magic." says. 
Fanny, he returned weeks later and 
this time she pleaded with her uncle 
until he gave his consent. Fanny in- 
sisted that her nine-year-old brother 
go with her. 

WITH SO MANY children to 
choose from. Ochberg eventually 
took eight from each of the institu- 
tions he visited in Warsaw, Minsk, 
Brest-Litovsk, Pinsk and many 
other towns. 

The children were assembled in 
Warsaw for the long journey. Some 
travelled to the Polish capital in 
slow, dirty, jam-packed trains. 
Others straggled there in cattle 
trucks, clutching their pitiful pos- 
sessions, dog-eared photographs, 
threadbare dolls, broken toys. 

In Warsaw they were looked after 
by Panya (Madame) Engel, whose 
angelic name was well deserved. 
She owned a restaurant in the town 
centre. Not only did she provide the

Aboard a small Baltic steamer, the 
Baltabor, the children reached 
London. 

Fanny Lockitch remembers how 
they were taken- from the ship to a 
large hotel, where the wide-eyed 
youngsters- stood to attention and 
sang "God Save the King'* in 
mangled English. During their slay 
in London the children were cared 
for by several institutions. 


They were taught to say "Thank 
you very much,” . a phrase they 
found difficult to remember. But 
one girl's last name was Barmuch, 
which served as a cue, and the 
children expressed it as “Dank you 
Barmuch.” 

Ochberg enlisted a 'number of 
British volunteers to accompany the 
children, serving without pay as 
“nurses” for the voyage to South 
Africa. 

The orphans’ deepest love was 
saved for "Daddy” Ochberg. He 


was Lightly encircled by the adoring 
children whenever he came in sight. 
“I don't think, there has ever been a 
man shown so much affection by. so 
many children,” muses Fanny 
Lockitch. ‘‘To us he was our 
saviour.” His stories, . jokes and 
good humour calmed their dis- 
quieted hearts. 

ON SEPTEMBER 2, 1921. the 
Edinburgh Castle sailed from 
England with Isaac Ochberg and the 
200 orphans on board. Each child 
carried a little knapsack laden with 
an issue of clothing and a few 
meagre belongings. The Union Cas- 
tle Line helped out >. with greatly 


reduced fares and a- supply of 
kosher food. 

Problems arose on the voyage 
because some of the “nurses” were 
untrained for such roles. But their 
fellow passengers look a warm, 
friendly . interest in the Jittle 
emigrants. 

At dawn on September 19, the big 
ship eased into Cape Town harbour 
with the city's lights sparkling all the 
way up to Table Mountain. It 
seemed as if the galaxy of lights 
were specially arranged as a glitter- 
ing welcome to the orphans^ Thou- 
sands of weeping, cheering people 
lined the quayside in an emotional 
greeting. 


The children’s lingering fears 
were dispelled as they adapted to 
their new homes in the Cape Town 
and Johannesburg orphanages. 
. Within: a few years many of the boys 
and girls were adopted or placed in 
footer homes. Strongly motivated 
and eager students, many grew up 
to become doctors, accountants, 
lawyers, architects and leaders in 
the business world. 

In their sixties and seventies to- 
day, the surviving "Ochberg 
Orphans" are fully aware that — to 
put it into Fanny Lockitch's words 
- — “Isaac Ochberg snatched us from 
the jaws of death. If we hadn't died 
then from famine and disease, we 
would have perished 20 years later 
in the gas chambers.”

Down with sudden death 

The modern cull in sport is to emphasise the importance of reaching a 
decision, and being able to declare one player or team the winner. Draws or 
'having joint winners are outlawed. 

to a considerable extent, this is prohahh due to the influence of televi- 
sion cohering games: viewers ‘who spend a couple of hours watching a 
titanic struggle between two individuals or teams are not going to be fobbed 
oil' w iih neither w inning. The\ have been conditioned to expect a clear con- 
clusion. 

■ Not onl\ does television demand that there should be a winner and a 
loser, it also insists that these characters should be determined within a 
.fixed time, so as not to clash with the next item scheduled on the 
programme. 

Yet it may not be entirely the fault of television, (hut draws are now for- 
bidden fruit. Not onK honour, but also gigantic sums of money, now hinge 
on results, and a split prize is not as impressive us a first and second. 
Whateier the cause, draws or lies are out. This development may have in- 
creased the artificial enjoyment of spectators, but it has deprived games of 
what used to be a vital constituent. . 

For example, in the English cricket season just concluded, (here were 
three lies. The odds against a tie must be comparable to the odds against a 
punier winning Sportoto. What a wonderful conclusion to a match! One of 
the greatest Tests of all time ended in a tie between Australia and the West 
Indies. But this result is no longer good enough. In two of the games, the 
winner was decided by over rate, in the third, the decision was made by a 
computer. 

One wonders if the shade of W.G. is saying to the ghost of Victor Trum- 
per in the branch of Valhalla reserved for cricketers: “You know what. Vic- 
tor. they don't play matches any more with bat and ball, they send some 
demmed infernal instrument in to bat For them!" 

' Over in the tennis section of Valhalla, Big Bill Tilden must be saying to 
little Bill Johnston: “You remember how I beat you 1 1-9 in the second set of 
the final in 1925? Hell, if we were playing now. you'd probably win on this 
-*weird bastard they call a tiebraker!" 

- Sometimes one wonders why they bother to go through the motions of 
. playing sets to 6-6. Games go monotonously with service till they reach the 
•tie-breaker: then the real action begins. It would be much easier to fit the 
matches into the TV schedule if only tiebreakers were played. 

An entire season's cup-ties in soccer can come to a miserable anticlimax 
in a kick-off of penalties. Obviously there is some skill required from the 
prayers taking the shots and the goalkeepers defending them, but the main 
.-element is chance. The goalkeeper gambles by diving in one direction in- 
stead of the other: if he's lucky, he may stop the shot, and win the cup. Six 
months hard play ends in the equivalent of the toss of a coin. Why would it 
.be so terrible to have joint cup-winners? Compare the flat bathos of Bnei 
..Yehuda's winning of the Israel Cup with the excitement of the replay in 
England between Tottenham Hotspurs and Manchester United. 

Golf has a long history of the “sudden death" hole if there is a tie after 72 
holes. Here at least there is some element of skill and nerve involved. But 
still it would have been fairer to have declared the best players co-winners. 

Perhaps the passion for a winner at all costs may be due to expanding 
American imperialism. They have made a farce out of soccer in the U.S. to 
ensure (hut there should not be draws. And you can never gel a draw in the 
games they invented, baseball and basketball. 

* Admittedly, try ing to go back to the old ways is like cry ing for the moon. 
History -will ignore how the winner got there; it will only say he won. But it 
is a pity. The object of sport is to find out who is the best at the game, not 
who is the luckiest. “Sudden death" is alien to this spirit.

— Former 
Wimbledon and French Open 
singles semi-finalist Dick Stockton, 
of the U,S„ is joining American Mel 
Purcell, local champion Shlomo 
Glickstein, Rumania’s Ilie Nastase 
and Dutchman Tom Okker among 
the star attractions at the Israel 
Tennis Centre’s fourth annua! 
Grand Prix Tournament, taking ' 
place at the ITC courts here from 
October 5 to 12. The meet will be 
worth $50,000 in prize money, and 
not $75,000, as previously an- 
nounced. 

Stockton. 30, a world top-tenner 
in 1 977, is now making a determined 
■comeback after being plagued by 
injury for several years. He recently - 
lost to Glickstein in the final of the 
Sonth- Orange, New Jersey, Grand 
Prix, having defeated the Israeli in 
London a year earlier. 

With the singles seed in gs deter- 
mined by the latest Association of 
Tennis- Professionals world com- 
puter rankings, rising star Purcell 
heads the list by virtue of bis 28th 
spot in the standings. Glickstein, 
who has just dropped from 34th to 
37th place in the list, is second. 

Seeded third is Italy’s highly- 
rated David Cup player, Gianni 
Ocleppo (61st in the ATP rankings) 
and fourth is one-time American 
movie and TV star, Vincent van Pat- 
ten, three places below him. 
Stockton — today 116th in the 
standings — Purcell, Ocleppo and 
van Patten will all be competing 
here for the first time.

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Moscow and Jerusalem 


ANDREI GROMYKO, the Soviet Foreign Minister, is the only sur- 
■.rir.r and still active diplomat who took part in the 1947 UN 
verrerai Assembly session in New York which approved the partition 
o ' Palestine and the creation of a Jewish State. The people of Israel 
so :hi> day owe him and the Soviet Union a debt of gratitude for his 
d “a italic "statement at the time, advocating the establishment of a 
permanent home for the Jewish people after centuries of wandering 
persecution. 

Moreover. it was again Gromyko who. in March 1948, effectively 
or rosed a Lf.S. move to drop the partition plan “temporarily" and to 
set' up instead a UN trusteeship in Palestine, thus giving in to Arab 
..■zc res si on xxhich was making a peaceful transition from British rule 
impossible. Gromyko declared then that the “Soviet Government 
s;;vd by the partition scheme as being best calculated to serve the 
interests of both communities in Palestine.” He denounced the U.S. 
change of attitude, accusing the Americans of “sacrificing the in- 
terests of the people of Palestine and striking a blow at the United 
Nations." 

Soviet diplomats, including Mr. Gromyko himself, to this day refer 
to the historic speech of 1947 as basic proof that Moscow supports 
the continued existence and security of the Slate of Israel, despite its 
persistent anti-Israel policy. 

The Kremlin's increasingly hostile attitude towards Israel was a 
•v 3l ::ar feature in the relations between the two countries during 
most of the first 19 years of Israel's existence, despite the fact that 
Moscow and Jerusalem then still maintained full diplomatic rela- 
tions. But. the severing of these relations by Moscow in June 1967. in 
•he ivake of the Si.x Day War, has deprived both Israel and the Soviet 
Urion of the opportunity to maintain an ongoing dialogue and listen 
*.o e.ich other’s views, however wide and deep the gap between them. 

it should not be taken as presumptive on Israel's part if it claims 
'•ul this luck or dialogue and lack of a Soviet diplomatic presence in 
Israel for over 14 years has caused more harm to Moscow than to 
Jerusalem. For it should be in the interest of a superpower, such as 
the Soviet Union, to maintain a presence and to be heard in one of 
the key countries in the Middle East, despite Moscow’s severe 
criticism of Israel's policies. Any claim by the Soviet Union to become 
involved in some form in the peace process would have to be 
preceded by the resumption of diplomatic relations with Israel. 

In the absence of such ties, two former Israel foreign ministers, 
Abba Eban and the late Yigal Alien, made it a point every now and 
then of seeking a meeting with their Soviet opposite number during 
UN assembly sessions in New York or at other international 
gatherings, such as the December 1973 Middle East peace con- 
ference in Geneva. Such initiatives by Israel normally encountered 
positive response. 


it was former Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan who broke with that 
custom, insisting that the initiative for such meetings, even at a lower 


level, must come from the Russians. Former Israel Ambassador at 
the UN. Labour MK Chaim Herzog, was a firm advocate of seeking 
a dialogue with Soviet diplomats and in fact-revived the idea in The 
Jerusalem Post last Friday. It was a welcome coincidence that 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir was meeting with Gromyko in New 
York — the first such meeting with an Israeli foreign minister in five 
years — while that issue of the paper was being printed. 

Although no new ground was broken at Thursday night's meeting, 
both sides had the opportunity of hearing certain new nuances which 
might shed some fresh light on their respective countries' policies. 
This is. after all. what dialogue, even between hitherto hostile na- 
tions, is all about. 

Mr.. Shamir was not surprised by most of Mr. Gromyko's views 
and attitudes, he commented after the meeting. What did surprise 
him. though, was the anger with which the Soviet foreign minister 
reacted to both Israel and international pressure regarding the 
emigration of Soviet Jews from Russia and the sufferings of Prisoners 
of Zion. This can be taken as proof that criticism of Moscow over 
these issues is not welcome music to the Kremlin and often tends to 
embarrass Soviet policy-makers. It was not welcome music to Israel, 
on the other hand, when Mr. Gromyko pointed out that the vast ma- 
jority of Soviet Jewish emigrants were going to the U.S. and not to 
Israel. 

Although there was no talk of resuming diplomatic relations, Mr. 
Gromyko and Mr. Shamir did discuss the abnormal situation 
prevailing in the absence of such relations. At a time when Israel is 
preparing to complete its withdrawal from all of Sinai within less than 
seven months, showing how much it is sacrificing for the sake of 
peace, it may not be loo far-fetched to expect Moscow to review its 
own long-standing — and by now in part worn-out — Middle East 
policy. 

After all. it was Moscow which has intimated time and again that 
once Israel were to accept the principle of withdrawal from 
territories taken in the 1967 war and would actually relinquish some 
of these areas, the Soviet Union would consider re-establishing 
diplomatic relations. Only recently. Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said publicly that Israel would welcome such a move, should 
Moscow initiate it. For it is in the interest of both countries, but par- 
ticularly the Soviet Union, to resume and assure an ongoing dialogue. 


GROMYKO TELLS SHAMIR 


Soviet Jewish immigrants be flown 
directly to Israel from Moscow. 
Gromyko, according to the source, 
looked again to Dobrynin and 
didn't respond to the suggestion. 
The Israeli source said that 
“although the meeting wasn't a 
give-and-take exchange, the mere 
fact that Gromyko didn’t reject the 
idea off-hand is encouraging in 
itself/' 

It was Dobrynin who two weeks 
age notified the Israelis who re- 
quested the meeting, that Gromyko 
was willing to meet with Shamir. 
Following that signal, Israeli Am- 
bassador Yehuda Slum met with his 
counterpart, Soviet Ambassador 
Oleg Troyanovsky, to arrange the 
technical issues of the meeting. It 
was learned that the Israelis asked 
that the meeting take place on 
“neutral territory," like the Finnish 
cr the Rumanian missions in New 
York, but confronted with a Soviet 
refusal, agreed to hold h at the 
Soviet mission in Manhattan. 

According to a press release 
published yesterday by the Soviet 
mission to the UN through the Tass 
news service, Gromyko told Shamir 
that Israel's present policies 
•.wards its neighbours are “short- 
sighted." Tass also said that 
Gromyko told Shamir that Israel 
was undermining its own position by 
refusing to hand back Arab land oc- 
cupied in 1967 or to allow the es- 
tablishment of an independent 
Palestinian state. He was reported 
as saying that Moscow believed that 
an international conference could 
lead to agreements guaranteeing 
“the independent and secure ex 
i.'icnce of all states in the region in- 


uding Israel. 


Shamir, according to an Israeli 
source, explained to the Soviets the 
Camp David Agreements and the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace process. A 
Soviet spokesman in New York 
Boris Bnalyovsky, refused to 
elaborate on the meeting except to 
say that the “Soviet foreign minister 
meets regularly with many 
representatives and members of the 
UN.” A Soviet journalist who is 
familiar with the talks, told The Post 
that the Soviets didn't like the 
publicity. •» 


An Israeli spokesman refused 
yesterday to deny reports that 
Shamir has scheduled meetings with 
other foreign ministers from 
countries that don't have diplomatic 
relations with Israel. “I can't ex- 
clude the possibility that such 
meetings will take place,” he said. 

However, it was learned that 
Shamir has scheduled a meeting 
with at least one foreign ministrer 
from an African country that 
doesn't have diplomatic relations 
with Israel. The meeting was ar- 
ranged by UN Ambassador Yehuda 
Blum. 

Blum, it was learned yesterday, 
also approached last week, through 
a high-ranking UN Secretariat of- 
ficial, the new Iraqi president of the 
General Assembly Ismat Kittani, to 
check the possibility of arranging a 
meeting with him. Kittani, ac- 
cording to mformed sources, re- 
acted Blum's request.

Still, New York was an unlikely set- 
ting for an unlikely proposal. At an 
ingathering of the Revisionist exiles 
during his recent visit in the 
American metropolis.

In an interview in Ha'aretz four 
years ago, Yitzhak Rabin attributed 
to the press “a major role in under- 
mining the authority of the 
government” which he had headed. 
Rabin, however, thought that the 
press had been used by subversive 
forces within his own party to 
destroy him. Begin, on die other 
hand, seems to believe that the 
press is not a tool in the hands of the 
enemy, but the enemy itself. 

In a sense he is right. The profes- 
sional mystique of journalists seems 
to assume an adversary role for the 
press, in which an interview and a 
cross-examination can on occasion 
be indistinguishable. A certain dis- 
paragement of the political process 
itself can come through only thinly 
disguised as reporting. 

A clearly non-partisan example 
occurred some years ago in the 
television reporting of the Knesset 
vote on the Bader-Ofer campaign- 
financing law. The camera showed 
the hands of the members of the two 
large parties rising and falling in 
rhythmic unison, while a circus-like 
tune played in the background. The 
effect, and the obvious intention, -

THE WAY the press interprets its 
independence is at the heart of the 
current tension between Begin and 
the media. It goes against ’the 
dignity to which he has aspired .with 
indifferent success and against the 
respect to which he believes his of- 
fice entitles him. . 

The prime minister has never 
really explained just what that 
respect requires. However, it is ob- 
viously a very strong need, derived 
both from philosophy and from per- 
sonality, .from conviction and From 
compulsion. It comes out most 
strongly when he is involved in the 
imperial role — military of 
diplomatic. Perhaps that helps to 
explain why New York was the oc- 
casion for his attack on the press. 

It is significant that Begin did not 
call for the imposition of higher 
professional standards on the press* 
perhaps a greater insistence on what 
he would regard as objectivity. He 
has not appealed to the television 
audience or the newspaper-reading 
public in Israel to pressure the 
media to do a better job, to tell it as 
it is. Instead, he has appealed to 
Revisionist Jews in New York to 
supply the cash for a newspaper that 
will tell it as he says. 

It would be interesting to' know 
why Begin feels that only a new- 
spaper put out by his own political 
party could be trusted to support

The High Court apparently 
agreed with the army’s position that 
it furnished Information to 
newsmen, by means of press con- 
ferences .. or field excursions, in 
order to further its own objectives 
— **to strengthen the fighting spirit 
of the soldiers and their faith in the 
justice of the cause they serve and 
in the ability of their ccmmandera ” 
The arnty. Justice Alfred Wkkon 
averred, was acting voluntarily in 
supplying information to the pros. 
There was no more right to be in- 
vited to a press conference than- to 
an official ceremony or a social 
gatherin g. 

The decision was cjriticSzed Jt_the 
time as "harmful to the objectivity 
and independence of the press. 
Military correspondents were put al 
the mercy of the army for the con- 
tinuation of their accreditation. 
Inevitably, military reporting must' 
have been affected. 

The court seemed not only to be 
oblivious to any right to know on. 
the part of the public; it gave ap- 
proval to a concept of the press as a 
transmission belt for official views. 

It would be harmful to the 
freedom of the press and to the 
public interest to extend this con- 
cept ■ further, for example to the 
relationship between the Treasury 
minister and the TV economic 
reporter. -That does not mean,
